Seven  out  of  Twelve  plants  paid  Blend  Prices  over  $13.00  per  hundredweight 
in  the  first  half  year,  1980  compared  to  0 out  of  Twelve  plants  paying 
Blend  Prices  over  $14.00  in  the  Second  half  year  of  1981.  E i gh t out  of 
twelve  plants  paid  Blend  Prices  over  $13.50  in  second  half  year  1981. 
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In  the  Second  half  year,  1980^  Licensed  Montana  Producers  sold  to  Montana 
Processors  129,249,590  pounds  of  Grade  A Milk  at  a weighted  average  test  on  3.56%. 

They  received  a total  of  $17,053,018.08  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.19 
for  all  milk  sold.  In  the  Second  Halfyearj  1981,  Licensed  Montana  Producers  sold 
to  Montana  Processors  140,391,310  pounds  of  Grade  A milk  at  a weighted  average  test 
of  3.56%.  They  received  a total  of  $18,752,186.43  or  a weighted  average  blend  price 
of  $13.36  per  hundredweight  for  all  milk  sold.  (These  prices  represent  payment 
before  freight  allowances  from  farm  to  plant  were  withheld  and  does  not  represent 
Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  production  or  value.) 

Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  produced  an  additional  7,496,345  pounds  of 
milk  in  Montana  during  this  period.  The  milk  tested  an  average  of  3.68%.  They 
received  a reported  gross  value  of  $1,034,706.75,  a weighted  average  blend  price 
before  freight  on  $13.80.  NWDA  producers  milk  is  marketed  by  Gallatin  Dairies  Inc. 
and  included  in  Area  I,  but  producers  are  paid  by  a Distributor  based  in  Washington  State 

As  of  December  31,1981,  there  ware  12,  distributors  or  processing  plants  and 
16  out— of— state  distributors  licensed  to  do  business  in  Montana.  73  jobbers,  5 import 
jobbers  and  11  producer-distributors  (one  being  a goat  dairy)  were  also  licensed  in 
the  state.  287  producers  licenses  were  issued  to  producers  selling  in  state  (13  of 
these  were  to  producers  living  out-of-state  selling  milk  in  and  also  22  of  these 
producers  licenses  issued  live  in-state  and  sell  out  of  state.) 

Reports  indicate  there  were  23,294  Grade  A dairy  animals  in  Montana  (this 
number  includes  those  belonging  to  Montana  producers  living  out-of-state).  These 
23,249  cows  and  45  goats  produced  148,663,873  pounds  of  Grade  A milk  (an  average  of 
6,382  pounds  each)  during  the  period  at  an  average  butterfat  test  of  3.57%.  The  number 
of  cows  belonging  to  producers  only  was  22,839,  their  production  was  147,887,655  pounds 
of  Grade  A milk  (an  average  of  6,475  per  cow)  over  the  period  of  the  second  half  year  1981 
965  of  the  total  cows  listed  belong  to  producers  living  out-of-state  and  shipping 
their  milk  to  distributors  in  Montana. 

Per  capita  consumption  figures  are  more  meaningful  on  an  annual  basis  and  will  be 
included  in  the  1981  Full  Year  Annual  Report.

Seven  out  of  twelve  plants  paid  blend  prices  over  $12.00  per  hundred- 
weight in  the  Year  1979,  compared  to  eight  of  the  twelve  plants  paying 
blend  prices  over  13.00  per  hundredweight  in  the  Year  1980.  Eight  of 
the  twelve  Processing  Plants  paid  blend  prices  over  $13.50  for  year 
1981 . 
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In  Calendar  Year  1980,  Licensed  Montana  Producers  sold  to  Montana  Processors  255,011,073 
pounds  of  Grande  "A"  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.65%.  They  received  a total 
of  $32,752,481.87  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $12.88  for  all  milk  sold. 

In  Calendar  Year  1981,  Licensied  Montana  Priducers  sold  to  Montana  Processors  275,302,769 
pounds  of  Grade  "A"  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.54%.  They  received  a total 
of  $37,001,917.19  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.44  per  hundredweight  for 
all  milk  sold.  (These  irlr  s represent  payment  before  freight  allowances  from  Farm  to 
Plan!  wire  wltheld  and  doesn't  Include  Northwest  Dairymen's  AsHorlnllon  production 
or  price). 

Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  produced  an  additional  14,768,769  pounds  of 
milk  in  Montana.  The  milk  tested  an  average  of  3.62%.  They  received  a reported 
total  of  $2,032,569.26,  a weighted  average  blend  price  before  freight  of  $13.76 
NWDA  producers  milk  is  marketed  by  Gallatin  Dairies  Inc.  and  included  in  Area  I, 
but  producers  are  paid  by  a distributor  based  in  Washington  State. 

In  Calendar  year  1980  there  were  12  distributors  or  processing  plants  and  18 
out-of-state  distributors  licensed  to  do  business  in  Montana.  73  jobbers,  five 
import  jobbers, and  10  producer-distributors  (one  being  a goat  dairy)  were  also 
licensed  in  state.  259  producers  licenses  were  issued  to  producers  selling  in  state 
(14  of  these  were  to  producers  living  out-of-state).  There  were  also  27  producer 
licenses  issued  to  producers  living  in-state  and  selling  out. 

In  Calendar  Year  1981,  there  were  12  distributors  or  processing  plants  and  16 
out-of-state  distributors  licensed  to  do  business  in  Montana.  73  jobbers,  5 import 
jobbers  and  11  producer-distributors  (one  being  a goat  dairy)  were  also  licensed  in 
the  State.  287  Producers  Licenses  were  issued  to  producers  selling  in  State  (13  of  these 
producers  are  living  out-of-state  and  22  of  these  producers  live  in  Montana  and  sell 
to  out-of-state  co-operative. 

Reports  indicate  there  were  23,294  Crade  "A"  dairy  anmials  in  Montana  during 
the  Calendar  Year  1981.  (This  number  includes  those  belonging  to  Montana  producers 
living  out-of-state).  These  23,249  cows  and  45  goats  produced  285,616,757  pounds  of 
Grade  "A"  milk  (an  average  of  12,261  pounds  each)  during  the  year  at  an  average  butterfat 
test  of  3.57%.  The  number  of  cows  belonging  to  producers  only,  was  22,839.  Their 
production  was  290,071,538  pounds  of  Grade  "A"  milk  (an  average  of  12,700  per  cow) 
over  the  period. 

Based  on  figures  from  a provisional  estimate  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  the  pop- 
ulation for  the  year  was  793,000.  The  cost  to  consumers  for  the  Milk  Control  Program 
(based  on  fluid  milk  consumption  only)  was  .002727  per  quart.  Converting  all  milk  pro- 
duct used  by  consumers  to  milk  equivalents  (including  cottage  cheese,  ice  cream,  hard 
cheese  and  butter)  the  cost  of  the  program  to  consumers  was  $0.001924  per  quart  or 
approximately  1.9.,  mils 

The  above  calculations  are  based  on  a total  expenditure  by  this  Agency  for  the 
Calandar  Year  1981,  or  $237,411.39. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  Montana  using  the  above  population  figures 
was  236.07  pounds  or  109.80  quarts.  Per  capita  consumption  of  all  milk  products  was 
313.13  pounds.
